The West German firm con- 
tracted to deliver the trucks in 
Tientsin, which is linked by rail 
with the principal supply points 
for the Communist armies in 
Korea, the authorities said: 

The firm also agreed to send 
technicians to China to assemble 
the trucks and later to repair any 
breakdowns. 

Before allied or West German 
authorities learned of the deal, 150 
of the trucks arrieved in Tientsin. 
About 350 others were packed and 
ready for shipment when German 
authorities stepped in and ordered 
the shipment held up and notified 
the Allied High Commission. 

German sources said the Allies 
then issued instructions’ that 
trucks of this type—although not 
primarily for military use—could 
not be shipped to Red China “due 
to the International situation.” 

The trucks would be of great 
value to the Communists in ferry- 
ing supplies to the Red armies 
battling United Nations troops in 
Central Korea, the informants 
said.

Moscow had thought to get great propa- 
ganda value from the “peace conference,” 
not only in Communist countries and in 
Asia—where the masses generally are il- 
literate and readily believe what they are 
told—but also, to a degree, in West 
Germany. | : 

Russia moved on the premise that pro- 
jected rearmament of Western Germany 
by the Allies is the sole cause for world 
tension. It is not, of course. 

Not to be taken in by a typical propa- 


_ ganda trick, the West—Britain, France and 


the United States—replied in effect they 
would be glad to talk peace, but that peace 
involved far more than the distant pros- 
pect of rearming free Germany. The West, 
these nations said, would like to go a 
great deal further and solve all the diffi- 
culties causing tension between Moscow 
and the free governments of the world. 
The Far Eastern issue, in the hands of the 
United Nations, would be excluded. 

Being thus hoisted by its own petard,

WASHINGTON—The groundwork for a boom 

to have Sen. Richard B. Russell named as Vice 

' Presidential candidate on the Democratic ticket 

next year is being laid by influential members of the Georgia dele- 
gation in Congress, led by Rep. Eugene Cox, of Camilla. 


Judge Cox, one of the most highly respected members of the 
lower House and the dominant figure on the powerful House 
Rules Committee, has already felt the Georgia Junior Senator out 
on the move and has gained his tacit consent to go ahead. Sen. 
Russell’s position is that he is not seeking the nomination but could 
not decline it if it came his way. 


The move by Judge Cox is based on the premise that President 


‘Truman will not be a candidate for re-election in 1952 and hence 


an entirely new ticket will have to be selected by the Democrats 
in their next national convention. In that evenf, he is prepared to 
cast his lot with a boom for Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower as the 
Democratic Presidential nominee, with Sen. Russell as his run- 
ning mate. 


Needless to say, the Georgia delegation -to a man would be 
expected to give wholehearted support to such a program. 
’ 


A Voice Gov. Herman Talmadge, who will have the chief 

voice in naming the Georgia delegation to the next 
national convention, may be counted on to go along with the move, 
it is believed. He and Sen. Russell are on the most friendly terms. 
For another thing, the Georgia Senator’s election to the Vice Presi- 
dency would open the way for Talmadge to succeed him in Wash- 
ington, if he has Senatorial ambitions. 

“An Eisenhower-Russell ticket would be the strongest the Demo- 
crats could offer in 1952,” Judge Cex told The Constitution. “It 
would sweep the country. Sen. Russell’s name on the ticket would 
insure against any defection among the Southern States such as 
we had the last time. From the standpoint of the South’s contin- 
ued interest in Democratic Party affairs, he would be the most 
desirable man who could be named for second place on the ticket. 


“T propose to see that a full-fledged boom is launched in his 
behalf at the proper time. If the Democrats can persuade Gen. 
Eisenhower to be’ the Presidential nominee next year, then with 
Sen. Russell as his running mate the party would be assured of 
another indefinite period of national control.” ~ 


; : By way of background for Sen.’ Russell’s 
Service Cited eligibility for the Vice Presidential nomina- 
tion, Judge Cox eites the Georgia Senator’s service as floor leader 
for Southern Democrats in the upper chamber during the past sev- 
eral sessions of Congress. Also he reminds that Russell, now 
the chairman of the great Armed Services Committee of the Sen- 
ate, could have had the majority leadership of the Senate with- 
out lifting a finger, if he had desired. Democrats wanted to elect 
him to succeed former Sen. Scott Lucas of Illinois, who was de- 
feated in November, but he declined to stand for the highly impor- 
tant post, feeling that his opposition to the Administration’s con- 
troversial civil rights program would have been embarrassing to 
the President. 


At the Yast Democratic national convention in Philadelphia in 
1948 Sen. Russell was the candidate of Southern forces for the 
Presidential nomination, polling the next highest number of votes 
to Mr. Truman. Later he was offered the nomination of the South- 
ern Dixiecrats as head of the splinter party ticket put forward in 
opposition to the President, but refused to leave the party in that 
ill-fated enterprise. 

During the 18 years he has been a member of the Senate the 
Georgia Junior Senator has grown in stature to be one of the most 
influential members of that body. The fact that he was offered 
the majority leadership on a silver platter, as it were, back at the 
opening of the new session in January attests to his standing and 
popularity. He has a host of friends in Congress who would be 
ready to align themselves with a movement to have him placed on 


the Democratic Presidential ticket. 

Judge Cox is ali for the idea. Convinced that 
All for It President Truman will be ready to step aside at 
the end of his present term, he has already mapped out a program 
for putting Russell forward in a well-organized campaign for the 
vice presidency. Gen. Eisenhower, he believes, is the logical man 
for the Democrats to name as head of the ticket. 

If the boom goes through as planned, Rep. Cox has only one 
request to make of Sen. Russell. He wants to have the privilege 
of either placing his name in nomination before the convention 
or seconding the nomination. . 

History may be in the making in the Cox move. It has the 
ingredients of producing a new national administration in 1953, 
headed by President Dwight Eisenhower and Vice President Dick 
Russell, of Georgia, suh, if you please!

Chiseling and Conniving 


The mounting costs of taking care of indigent people is posing 
a problem that is putting wrinkles not only in the brows of 
economists but also in the pocketbooks of the taxpayers. 

As an example of how these costs have grown, last year wel- 
fare payments in Richmond County were approximately $1,000,- 
000. A few years ago these payments were less than half a 
million annually. 

It is almost incompregensible that such a large sum should 
be necessary to take care of the poor of Augusta and Richmond 
County. : 

It is preposterous that, in such prosperous times as have 
existed in this area for the past several years, there are so many 
who must be assisted from public funds. We have no doubt that 
the same condition exists in Richmond County as has been dis- 
closed in other parts of the State, where parents of well-to-do 
people are drawing old-age assistance from welfare funds. 

On the surface, this turning out of elderly fathers and mothers 
to graze on the public pastures of welfare funds appears heartless. 

But we are inclined to believe that these sons and daughters 
of means do not refuse to assist their aged parents, but work in 
collusion with them to obtain welfare funds. The parents in the 
majority of cases do receive assistance from their children, but 
see no reason why they should not receive additional welfare 
funds. ; : 

Thus the children and the parents connive to cash in on these 
payments. 

This chiseling is not only unmoral, it is unfair to the tax- 
payers who must furnish the funds. 

Provisions should be made to open. the welfare lists to investi- 
gation and some method set up whereby public pressure could be 
brought to force. children to take care of their parents. 

We believe that if all this chiseling could be brought to light 
that the welfare expense of the State could well be cut in half.

It concerns Little League 
Baseball, for boys 12 years old 
or under, and we only wish it 
had been in operation some 40 
or more years ago. is 
Those were the days when 
kids’ baseball was about as or- 
ganized as a riot.

The days when 
you kicked away the tin cans 
from a corner fot, chose up 
sides, with anywhere from four 
to 12 on a side, and were ready 
to go. When your baseball was 
a nickel “rocket” which soon 
became egg-shaped and eventu- 
ally was covered with tire tape, 
and the game ended when the 
kid who owned the bat had to 
go home and sift ashes.

“The boys then undergo a 
month’s training under the su- 
pervision of managers and 
coaches previously selected, and 
at the end of that time the lads 
who show sufficient ability are 
‘retained as league material. 

“The teams are selected 
through bidding, to avoid one- 
sided competition, That is, each

Costa and Tassoula were mar- 
ried in a chapel on legendary 
Mount Ida several days after he 
took her from a street in Herak- 
leion last August. 


Judge Kaviadas opened the ses- 
sion by reading a cable from Tas- 
soula, who is ill with influenza 
in Athens,. expressing annoyance 
at the prosecution’s insistence she 
is not completely free. The cable 
said she could not attend the trial 
because of her illness, but enjoys 
complete freedom. 


Tassoula, who is expecting 
Costa’s baby, has vowed she will 
not give up her Romeo, despite 
the objection of her angry father. 

“All I want is my husband back, 
to settle down to a quiet life with 
him,” she told a reporter in Ath- 
ens. “I want my father’s blessing. 
I would like to see him. But he 
won’t bless my marriage. I’m nev- 
er going to leave Costa. That’s 
that!” * 

Testimony that Costa had se- 
duced her in.a mountain cave in 
the presence of his men five days 
after the abduction drew an em- 
phatie denial from Tassoula. 

Costa has told reporters that 
“even the death penalty cannot 
get me down, so great is my love 
for ‘Tassoula.”
